Prof- Le Conte's Paper. 


Following is a short synopsis of a 
paper read by Professor Joseph Le 
Conte of the State University in the 
Convention of the National Educa­ 
tional Association at Denver yester­ 


day, on "The Effect of the Theory of 
Evolution on Education:" 


"Evolution," he said, 
"has been 
recognized vaguely from the earliest 
times, but only recently applied to life. 
It has revolutionized our whole view 


of nature and man, a^id modified phi'- 
osophy and the theory and methods of 
education 
It has changed the natur­ 
alist of the past, who merely collected 
the wonders of nature, to the biologist, 


who analyzes. 


"Science is studied by three meth- 


ods: 
By symbols, or by mathematical 
methods; by experiment, and by com­ 
parison, or the evolution method. The 
latter is the most widely efficient. 
By 
tracing the gradations of life down from 
the highest vertebrates to the lowest 
invertebrates; from the fully developed ; 
man back to the originating germ cell; 
from the fauna of today back to the 
earlier periods, and, comparing the re ) 
suits, we gain all our knowledge of bi­ 
ology. 
This method may he applied 
to all phenomena of human life. 


"Psychology," Professor Le Conte 
said, "can no longer be studied as a 
science disconnected with other know 
ledges. 
There is now doubt that man, 
both in body and spirit, came by pro­ 
cess of evolution from some lower form 


of 
animal. 
Evolution teaches 
that 
nothing originates all at once by fiat, 
but that all things come by growth. 


New forms come, not by destruction 
and re-creation, but by modification of 
the ohj. 
/ 


"The ancient idea was that the indi­ 
vidual should always be sacrificed to 
the good of society, as the greater and 
more important organism; 
the 
new 
idea is that the individual 
immortal 
soul is more important than all tem­ 
poral social institutions. 
Evolution 
recognizes the importance of the indi­ 
vidual, but sees in society the means 


of arising it to the ideal humanity, and 
that only by subordinating individual 
interests can this be achieved. 
Evolu­ 
tion refutes the theory that man has 
fallen from a state of perfection which 
can only be regained through miracu­ 
lous agency, but places the golden age 
in the future. 
The 
ascetic believes 
man is a dual nature, a pure spirit 
which must for its own 
elevation 
trample upon the. impure body. 
He- 


donic philosophy makes man but a 
kind of animal, whose pleasures are 
purely physical. 
Evolution combines 
the two theories, and while not sup­ 
pressing the physical, subordinates it 
to the spiritual, the only one gaining 
strength and vigor and the other re­ 
finement from the combination. 
The 
lower animal has only the present; 
man, through memory and the imag­ 
ination, has the past and the future. 


The animal has only self; man through 
sympathy and love, has many selves. 
Through evolution selfhoood in man 


is revealed and again lost in love."

Stammering and stuttering are now 
permanently cured in New York by a 
simple method. These afflictions differ 
but slightly. In one case there is inabil­ 
ity to pronounce certain -words; in the 
other, certain sounds. Neither, accord­ 
ing- to a New York professor, who is a 
graduate of a German college for the 
vocal organs, is a disease, but both are 
habits that will disappear under proper 
treatment 


The inability to talk plainly or to ar­ 
ticulate except with great effort, when 
due to organic trouble or malformation, 
does not come under the head of stam­ 
mering and is not within tho scope of 
the stuttering specialist. 


"The whole thing is very simple," 
said the professor, "so simple that you 
will smile when 1 tell you thai the sole 
and only cause of stuttering and stam­ 
mering is careless respirutiou. People 
who suffer from the impediment have 
only to pause, take in a loug breath, 
and then, opening the mouth in the 
manner laid down in the charts used by 
elocutionists, pronounce the word sharp­ 
ly. Have yon never noticed the remark­ 
able fact that people who are inveterate 
stammerers are often accomplished vo­ 
calists? That is because in the act of 
singing respiration is done in a proper 
way. 


'' A novel fact is that the troubles of 
stammerers or stutterers lie entirely 
with the vowel sounds. Patients do not 
seem to understand this. In describing 
their oases they will tell me that they 
have difficulty in sounding 'p'or'd.' 
That is where they aro wrong. They 
sound the consonant all right, but stag­ 
ger at the vowel. * A patient comes to 
me, and I say to him, say 'papa.' He 
will commence p-p-p-p-p, oh, professor, 
I o-c-c-o-c-c-an't say p-p-p-p-papa.' 


"It is at once apparent that his trou­ 
ble lies with tho vowel 'a.' Then the 
treatment commences. Standibg before 
him, 
I suggest that he take a long 
breath through 
the partially closed 
mouth until the lungs are well filled, 
and then, at the moment, of exhalation, 
following my direction, he opens the 
mouth in tho proper manner, as indi­ 
cated by a chart, and pronounces with 
me in a high, mechanical voice, 'paw­ 
paw. ' This is often repeuted, the vowels 
being changed. 


"From words we pass on to sentences 
and so on to introduce in close connection 
all the vowel sounds. The respiration 
before each vowel sound is necessary. 
The treatment therefore consists in form­ 
ing this habit. 
As the patient pupil pro­ 
gresses the length of this respiration is 
reduced, the pronunciation is made in a 
lower pitch and in a few weeks, rarely 
over five, the most inveterate stutterer 
can talk fluently and rapidly with no 
sign of his former affliction. But eternal 
vigilance is necessary. 


1 1 Should "the apparently cured patient 
become careless and forget the necessity 
of respiration as taught him, he may re­ 
lapse into his former state, and then his 
training must be done all over again. 
A boy 16 years of age was once brought 
to me. His was a stubborn case, but in 
six weeks I had him talking all right. 
Time passed on for two years. I fre­ 
quently saw the boy at his father's house 
and was delighted with the cure. Last 
summer he came to my institute. He 
was as bad off as when I first met him. 


"It seems that his father had sent him 
on a short business trip to Europe, away 
from the restraining influence of the fa­ 
ther, whose ears were always alert for 
any return of his son's affliction, and 
much disturbed, as he explained to me, 
by the noise of the vessel's machinery, 
he beoame careless, and having once re­ 
lapsed he became worse every day, and 
was really forced to shorten his stay 
abroad and return to New York for treat­ 
ment. 


"He was a bright lad, -Who readily 
applied himself to my rules, and in a 
week he was all right again. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, he need not to have come 
back to me, but could have applied his 
old lessons -with success, 


"The 
German government has long 
recognized the importance of rational 
treatment of vocal impediments, and 
school children afflicted in this manner 
are pat through a regular course by 
graduates of the college at Frankfort, 
where this speoialty is taught in the 
government employ. The German treat­ 
ment is that of elementary training in 
elocution;" 


The habit of imperfect respiration ia 
generally found in connection with some 
diseases of childhood like, the measles, 
but a most frequent cause is uncon­ 
scious imitation^ One stuttering child 
in a family will set all the others to 
struggling with the vowel sounds. An 
adult in conversation with a stutterer 
finds it difficult to speak without stam­ 
mering.—New York Herald.
